After they , had started their 
evangelical work In Northern 
China, the Salvation Army was 
approachéd and urged to succour 
the poor and needy, Shelters were 

| procured, and. the  gdnuinely' 
|poor. people of Peking -and 

| surrounding districts were suppli- 
ed with food and in some cases 
clothing. . 


Mr, Harris mentioned anni 
cases ‘where some ' of the people 
had abused the privileges. offered 
them, by going to thesd aheds and 
obtaining food when they were not 
in need of assistance. They were 
merely going and getting “Some- 
thing for nothing.” This had to 
be countered, and the. officerg, had }- 
to be exceedingly careful .in, dis- 
tributing aid, 


To give the audience an fdén of. 


the amount of work done among 
the poor, Mr. Harris sald that each 


day something like 6,000 ‘people, 


received food,.and during the three 
and-a-half months that ' this 
was carried on, about half a

“VYolfung has been captured, and 
the whole of our Army entered the 
city after the defeat of the “Reds.” 


Many Killed ‘and Cnptured.’ 


The attack on Holfung was made 
from two ‘directions, :and the 
bravery of the soldiers was a big 
factor In the’ success attained. 
Large numbers ‘of «Communist 
bandits were either killed or taken 
prisoner, while the remnants of 
the force retrented in the direction 
of Puning, north-east of Hoifung 


and nearer Swatow. 


When news of the success got 
known in Canton, large numbers 
‘of refugees from Hoifung and 
Lukfung appliedi 4o the Hol-Luk- 
dung Merchants’ Association for 
free passages back to their own 
country, the number-of appleants 
being several thousands.

The onnual report of the Kowloon 
Bowling Green Club, which is being 
circulated to members, will bo sub- 
mitted to the annua) gencral meeting 
of tho Club to be held on Friday, 
March 30,.

Commit- 
tec, and it fs suggested that 2 ratio 
of sca-gbing to ordinary members be 
discussed by: tho membors at the an- 
nual general meeting, 


Clubhouse.and Grounds. 


During tho year, new Boys’ quar- 
ters were built and the old quarters 
converted into a.locker room. These 
lockers are now available, for tennis 
and bowls players, at a nominal fee, 
and your Committco truat that the 
mombers will take ful]: advantage of 
same. ‘Hangers for coats, otc. have 
been fitted in the dressing room and 
a large mirror placed above the wash 
‘hond basing, Ceiling fans in the 
rooms and verandah, and two electric 
heaters in the bar room, have been 
installed. A main gateway in Aus- 
tin Road, and a strong retaining wall 
at the northern end: of the Clubhouse 
have boen built.
